As usual, America is transparently 
seen from abroad as trying to 
enforce a free market on the planet's 
surface and beyond, the “free” part 
being exclusively under the control 
of the Stars and Stripes. Like every 
other nation, the United States wants 
to do whatever it wants. Unlike most 
nations, it then does it. 

The behaviour of the still-central- 
ized, economically booming, China- 
friendly CIS, as it’s now called, is 
another fine source of total freedom 
of action, of superpower behaviour, 
also largely in the name of fighting 
terrorism. Bush wasn’t the only one 
to capitalize on 9/11, as any 
Chechen with the misfortune to 
want to live a free life knows. 

Since the second Chechnya war, a 
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wholesale racism has invaded the 
country, culminating ferociously in 
the Nord-Ost theatre disaster in 
2002, in which Chechen hostage-tak- 
ers trying to stop the war were poi- 
soned along, with their 800 hostages 
by an unknown gas that the govern- 
ment of former KGB colonel Putin 
refused to identify even to doctors 
treating the victims, Chechen.or oth- 
erwise. Audience members with the 
misfortune to have a Chechen sur- 
name were left to die. Mothers who 
lost sons to Russian bullets have no 
apologies or compensation. Many 
suffer from long-term health effects 
similar to those passengers gassed 
by sarin in Tokyo's subways. The 
indelicacy of the “rescue mission” 
resembles the war itself, a wholesale 
leveling of villages, planted evi- 
dence, state cover-ups of drunken 
murders and, of course, endless rape 
of young Chechen girls, all in the 
name of fighting terrorism in an oil 
basket. 

I'm not for the taking of hostages 
any more than | like the proliferation 
of weapons in Syria or anywhere, 
but you can certainly understand 
why innocent Chechens likely to die 
randomly would desperately want a 
ceasefire. In a state in which there is 
no functioning official opposition, 
one of the only groups against the 
war is United People’s Party of 
Soldiers’ Mothers, who were quickly 
vilified and badgered by the govern- 
ment—like anyone who speaks out 
too loudly—for trying to talk with 
Chechen separatist leader Aslan 
Maskhadov. 

More recently, the Yukos debacle 
rolled over thousands of oil workers 
worldwide in a personal grudge 
match between Putin and the com- 
pany’s oligarch, Mikhail 
Khodorkovsky, who made the mis- 
take of donating capital to beef up 
that official opposition and wound 
up in jail on bullshit Putin 
has since done everything he could 
to punitively dissolve the entire com- 


pany into nothing, a common prac- 
tice in gangsta-capi-

CONSIDERING WOMEN MAKE UP 
roughly half the population of the 
planet, they are vastly over-repre- 
sented as subjects on the walls of art 
galleries and museums worldwide. 
Ever since some thick-browed 
caveperson fashioned the Venus of 
Willendorf and her similarly anti- 
Barbie-esque Stone Age cousins, the 
female of the species has been a 
favourite subject of artists, revisited 
time and time again 

During an extended European 
jaunt a couple years ago, local artist 
and curator Iva Janiga probably saw 
thousands of girlie-themed pieces as 
she viewed her way through the 
continent's rich trove of art history. 

“Historically, it seems women in 
western art have been portrayed 
within the dichotomy of sexual 
temptress/object and virgin. When I 
was traveling | saw all the arche- 
types: prostitutes and Madonnas, 
saints or exploited figures,” laughs 
Janiga. “They didn’t resemble

Strolling through Edmonton's 
ArtWalk last summer, though, she 
was struck by the difference 
between the repetitiveness of 
imagery she encountered in Europe 
and the variation in X-chromosomed 
content at home. 

“| noticed many of the artists here 
were depicting women, but witha 
huge variety in the representation of 
their subject. Everyone was approach- 
ing it differently.” 

Janiga, who popped her curating 
cherry with a multimedia show in 
2004, started playing around with the 
idea of bringing together a wide range 
of artists who were portraying the 
feminine with a level of nuance and 
dimension that approximated that of 
the ladies in her life. 

The result is Beyond Olympia, a visu- 
al anthology featuring the work of 11 
Edmonton artists of both sexes whose 
work is only united by the single 
theme of female subjects. 

The show’s title refers to its depar- 
ture point—“Olympia”—French 
impressionist Manet's portrait of a 
reclining naked courtesan, which was 
so revolutionary at the time it was first 
exhibited that gallery-goers had to be 
physically prevented from defacing 
the painting. 

“It was considered shocking, partial- 
ly because it showed a courtesan as a 
real woman, flaws and all, staring out 
from the canvas and confronting the 
viewer,” Janiga points out. “Imagine if 
he had shown a real woman and 
focused on something other than her 
sexuality or lack thereof. We want to 
go beyond the dichotomy to show the

Yes, and that’s why Canada has 
often been referred to as the first 
post-modern state. And that’s why I 
talk of the new spirit of modernity, 
because the new spirit may very 
well be a post-modern spirit. This is 
not the same old modern spirit that 
said that there had to be unity and 
conformity. The new spirit says 
there can be difference and there can

What is it about a well-intentioned 
word like “tolerance” that makes it 
so intolerable? 
Tolerance assumes that there is 
always a superior group that has to 
be tolerant of another, and if toler- 
ance can be granted, tolerance can 
also be withdrawn. No! That should 
not be arbitrary—it should be consis- 
tent! In fact, it doesn’t matter to me if 
you are intolerant, as long as you 
don’t have power over me.

Ina departure from their previous 
HBT repertoire, Gingras and 
Gagnon will not be dancing in monu- 
mental. Instead, their most ambitious 
project to date is set on nine dancers,

unnamed fear and urban anxiety 
inherent in Holzer’s Living Series, a 
caustic series of inscribed plaques 
mounted to public buildings in New 
York City, back in 1980. 

Excerpts of Holzer’s text are pro- 
jected throughout monumental, 
appearing like billboards. “It frames 
the ideas, but the dancers were 
never exposed to the text, so they 
don’t have it literally in mind,” says 
Gingras. “It’s the negative space of 
the text that occupies your mind.” 

The dancemakers also collaborat-

EDMONTON'S KILL YOUR TELEVISION 
Theatre is taking a road trip across 
the American Gothic as they mount 
Sam Shepard's classic Fool for Love. 

Set in a grim motel room at the 
edge of the blisteringly severe 
Mojave desert, Fool for Love is a bit- 
tersweet love story (of sorts) 
coloured profoundly by the rapidly 
fading dreams of the American Old 
West. 

“Daniela [Vlaskalic] and I have 
wanted to work together for a long 
time, and this was the perfect pro- 
duction. It’s such a strong show,” 
says Nathan Cuckow, surprised at 
how rarely Shepard is produced in 
Edmonton. 

Noting that this 21-year-old play 
is the product of a whole generation 
proir to previous Kill Your 
Television shows (like the powerful 
Generation-X-angst-ridden This is 
Your Youth), Cuckow says the 
underlying feel of the show and its 
dead-end lifestyles are similar to his 
company’s typical offerings, explain- 
ing why he and director Kevin 
Sutley had been considering the 
show almost from the beginning of 
their four-year-old theatre collec- 
tive’s existence.

writers. A force on the national US 
scene since the late ‘70s, the 61-year 
old seminal American playwright 
and actor has been hailed as one of 
the last great products of 1960s 
American counterculture, a writer 
famous for his grotesque satire and 
wry humour, one whoyhas created 3 
lush contemporary theatrical mytho! 
ogy in his works, 

Riffing off of the evocative lan 
guage of Western movies, Shepard 
gives these well-worn tropes a sub- 
versive pop-art-influenced spin 
owing much to jazz, rock ‘n’ roll and 
even the Beat Poets. 

Typically populating his plays 
with archetypical American loners 
losers, and drifters trapped between 
a mythical pop culture past and an 
unforgiving present, the playwrights 
seminal theatrical works include: the 
Pulitzer-winning Buried Child (1978); 
True West (1980), A Life of the Mind 
(1985) and Eyes for Consuela (1998, 
from a text by Octavio Paz). 
Shepard's screenplays include Paris 
Texas (1984), and his roles include 
Chuck Yeager in The Right Stuff 
(1983) and Eddie (opposite Kim 
Bassinger as May) in the film version 
of Fool for Love. 

Typically skirting the tidy and 
clearly articulated dramatics tradi- 
tionally associated with Broadway 
hits, Shepard's Fool for Love was 
widely misunderstood when it first 
premiered, says Vlaskalic. 

“He was charged by the critics of 
writing a play where ‘nothing hap- 
pened,’ a criticism that’s totally incor 
rect,” she says.

Ron Jenkins looks remarkably calm. 

in his subterranean office at the 
Third Space, Jenkins, lounging com- 
fortably in an early ray of Spring sun- 
shine, waxes both enthusiastic and 
pensive about this year’s incarnation 
of Kaboom, the festival he started back 
in 2001 in order to bring innovative 
Canadian theatre to Edmonton and 
act as a showcase of local work. 

This year’s trio of plays brings some 
familiar faces to Edmonton, including 
a follow up to Job: the Hip-Hop Musical. 

‘Ym really excited by the Job sequel. I 
think those guys are really interesting, 
intriguing theatre creators, and that’s 
kind of what I want to try and do 
with this festival, or what I’ve been 
trying to do for the past five years. 

We've got Andy Jones, the funni- 
est man in Canada. He's coming in 
with his show The King o'Fun; and 
then Darrell Dennis, who used to be 
on The Rez, is in with Tales of an Urban 

Indian. And we're doing our 
Springboards stuff with it too. We've 
got a new play by Darrin Hagen 
called The Power and the Fury and a 
new play by Mieko Ouchi called The 
Blue Light.” 


KABOOM GOES BOOM

“When I lived in Winnipeg and 
Toronto, everybody talked about 
what a great scene Edmonton has. 
[But] there was never any work that 
toured from here. The only time I 
heard of anyone coming from 
Edmonton was Stewart Lemoine and 
The Vile Governess to the Poor Alex. 
That was kind of the only company 
from Edmonton I heard about tour- 
ing. I heard about the great Fringe fes- 
tival that was here, and you didn’t 
really experience any of that theatre 
anywhere else in the country. Now 
it’s starting to really cook. People are 
getting down to Calgary more, people 
are touring. I think we have great 
actors, some really ingenious writers 
that have a take on the world that 
they don’t have in Toronto. We've got 
great comedians... 

“However, Kaboom was intended, 
like the High Performance Rodeo, to 





become a springboard for national 
tours, and a destination for touring 
companies.” 

The first three years of Kaboom, 
says Jenkins, had more of a local 
flavour with Mieko Ouchi's The Red 
Priest, Sue Huff's play Pushing Up 
Daisies, and Primordial Blues. Since 
then says Jenkins, the focus has been 
more national with Daniel Maclvor 
and others coming in. “T think it’s 
good for our artists to see works from 
away. Catalyst does that with “Blind 
Dates,” bringing in international com- 
panies, so what | feel is that I'd like to 
do just one company from Canada. 
And bring famous playwrights to 
talk. I want to really put the emphasis 
on our new work”, 


ROOT BOUND 

Workshop West's track record as a 
playwrights’ theatre is a source of 
pride for the passionate artistic direc- 
tor. “Look at The Last Train, Mesa, 
Shatter. We've had a great record in 
play development here. There have 
been 16 scripts published by the 
Playwrights’ Union of Canada in the 
time I've been here. Four of them 
were worked at this company. Mary's 
Wedding and Apple have gone on to 
other productions. The Red Priest got a 
GG nomination. There are other plays 
that we've worked on and have gone 
on to other productions like The 
Garnenu Kid and Drumheller. The track 
record’s been good. I think I need to 
turn the emphasis of the company 
back towards that.”

Weill in Weimar, 1929. The show, 
directed by Brian Deedrick and 
Bridget Ryan, puts together three of 
Weill’s seminal works from the late 
1920s—Mahagonny, Happy End and 
The Threepenny Opera. With words 
by Bertolt Brecht, the three singspiels 
take a sinister view of German soci- 
ety of the time in all its decadence, 
rule breaking, and desperation. 

In 1929, Berlin was in chaos with 
hyperinflation of the Reichmark. 
Morality was a luxury and America 
a golden dream. As society was 
degenerating, people were begin- 
ning to look toward the newly 


The technical flaws hindered an excellent cast 
from completely connecting with the audience 


formed National Socialist Party for 
salvation. Brecht’s words, juxta- 

sed against Weill’s music, with 
its atonal harmonies and angular 
lines, venomously satirized the state 
of affairs. 

In Happy End, the proceedings 
open with “Hosanna Rockefeller” 
and travel through several Weill 
classics—“Surabaya Johnny,” 
“Bilbao Song,” and “The Sailors’ 
Tango,” as the little people struggle 
against the status quo. With 
Mahagonny, a band of desperate 
people searches for the fabled city 
wherein everything will be all 
right—“Moon of Alabama” asks the 
way to the next whiskey bar, boys 
and cash. God is denied and a state 
of hopelessness reigns. 

These two songspiels make up 
the first part of Deedrick’s produc- 
tion. Dimly lit, the singers wind 
around the stage loaded down with

IN APRIL OF 1995 BRUCE GUTHRO 
emerged into the collective con- 
sciousness of Canadian folk fans 
when, at a sold out Stan Rogers trib- 
ute concert, he received a standing 
ovation. The intervening decade has 
seen Guthro expand his musical 
horizons and knowledge of the busi- 
ness while keeping his wits about 
him and staying focused on his role 
as a songwriter. His first release for 
EMI, Of Your Son, was huge, garner- 
ing five awards at the 1998 East 
Coast Music Awards including 
Album, Songwriter, and Male 
Vocalist of the year. 

The follow up, 2002's Guthro, took 
home ECMA’s for Male Artist, Pop 
Artist, and Album of the year. That 
recording was a departure for 
Guthro, with a much harder edge in 
production, instrumentation, and 
material. Catching up over a 
metaphorical beer earlier this week, 
(Guthro was ina tavern in Nova 
Scotia taking a short break in his 
busy schedule), he explains. “It was 
intentional... the record label wanted 
to pick it up another step; the pro- 
ducers wanted to go in more of an 
electric direction, and I was OK with 
that. I love kickin’ it up with a band. 
It’s the songs that are important.” 
The recording also boasted no less 
than five producers, working at stu- 
dios in Louisiana, New York, 
Virginia, Memphis, and Toronto, 
along with three-dozen different 
musicians. 

“It was a tough thing to do,” he 
says. “You're hoping that your voice 
and songs will sell the record, and 
you let the other producers hear 
what you're doing. It’s up to you as 
the artist to make your voice heard. I 
learned a lot of stuff working with all 
those different people and realized 
that there is no one way of doing 
things that’s better than any other. 
it’s all in the magic of the moment, 
although I particularly enjoyed 
working with [Counting Crows] 
producer Dave Lowery and John 
Hampton from Memphis. The reali-

Because 
it’s more or less an underground 
music venue, the shows don’t attract 
the large crowds or kind of recogni 
tion playing in a bar will And while 
Cardiff insists he’s never played in a 
living room too small, space can often 
be at a premium at private shows. 

Scheduling a living room party 
can also take a fair bit of planning, 
Cardiff is based out of Ottawa, which 
means you can’t book him for a 
show in Edmonton on a week's 
notice. He says he tries to make a 
five-day tour of Canada at least once 
4 season, but you may be booking a 
living room party for a date sev eral 
months away 

If the host decides to extend an 
Open invitation to their living room 
party, there are inevitable security 
issues. But as Cardiff points out, folk 
music doesn’t usually make for 
rowdy, parents-away-for-the-week- 
end kind of party 

“The people who are into roots 
music are usually coming with pretty 
good intentions,” he says. “And 
they’re probably not the kind of peo- 
ple who will steal from you.”

MARC LECLAIR, BEST KNOWN FOR HIS GLITCHY.

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AFTER A MOMENTARILY GENTLE INTRO, THE 
first track on Frances the Mute explodes 
into complete yet cleverly calculated 
cacophony, buoyed only by the barbwire- 
laced thread that is the voice of Cedric 
Bixler Zavala—and though his searing 
howl twists a cord of consistency 
through the sound of The Mars Volta, its 
resonance sits nowhere near the ground. 

Subsequently to soaring off into what

ROGER CASEMENT WASN'T JUST A 
great hero of Ireland, he was an 
international paragon of human 
rights in a time when not much 
thought was given to such things, 
least of all in the colonies of 
empire. At the turn of the 20th 
Century, the Irish-born Casement 
worked as a British consul in 
Africa and South America, and 
was a vigorous advocate for the 
rights of indigenous people who, 
having been reduced to servitude 
by colonial exploiters, were also 
subject to sadistic torture at the 
occupier’s hand. 

Casement, appalled by the hor- 
rors he witnessed in foreign ser- 
vice, worked to hold British com- 
panies and foreign powers in the 
Congo, Peru, and elsewhere 
accountable for the violence inflict- 
ed on the inhabitants, a feat for 
which he was knighted. A volumi- 
nous diarist, Casement wrote mov- 
ingly of the plight of peoples 
caught in the path of progress’s 
rape-and-pillage juggernaut. Those 
were his “white diaries.” 

Around the First World War, 
Casement repatriated to Ireland 
and quickly became an ardent 
nationalist. He hatched a plan 
whereby he would negotiate with 
Germany to release Irish POWs, 
who could then join in a rebellion 
at home against British rule. The 
revolt fizzled, and Casement was 
sentenced to death for treason. 
Casement’s popularity, to say 
nothing of his high reputation, 
seemed to guarantee martyr status 
and attendant political fallout for 
putting him to death. Then British 
intelligence proclaimed the discov- 
ery of Casement’s “black diaries,” 
which graphically detailed several 
prodigious years of homosexual 
encounters. Casement’s support 
evaporated and he was hanged 
and interred in British soil in 1916. 

Alan Gilsenan’s documentary 
convenes with various Casement 
experts and historians at a confer- 
ence where the authenticity of the 
black diaries is a subject of intense 
debate. The con side claims the

his death, while the pro side notes 
that it sure looks a lot like his 
handwriting. 

Gilsenan then constructs a 
robust account of Casement’s 
remarkable life, accompanied by 3 
lively flow of stock footage, talking 
heads, stunning location photogra 
phy, and Casement’s own elogu 
reflections on the world through 
which he moved. The case is tidil 
made that he was one of the 20th 
Century’s great humanitarians 
This is absorbing History Channel 
stuff. 

Less compelling is the controved 
sy swirling around the provenang 
of the diaries, though Gilsenan 
milks the forensic analysis of the 
diaries for a little suspense 
Whatever homophobia attended 
Casement’s death and continues tf 
haunt his legend, it seems preity 
beside the point now, especially 
because Gilsenan refers to but dod 
not address the continuing role al 
homophobia in the controversy 
over the black diaries. Still, if an 
unsung hero needs singing, it's 
Roger Casement, and Gilsenan 
does a good job of mapping out! 
accomplishments.

well-oiled machine, but others apprect 
ate the simplicity of early inventions and 
find beauty in the in the limits of labori- 
ous, hand-made innovation. 

Local artist Aaron Munson is certain- 
ly of the latter category: as a filmmaker 
he exclusively uses Super 8 film and 
has moved entirely to shooting in black 
and white. His films have no dialogue

What is it about the Super 8 format 
that appeals to you? 

Munson: It was more of a cost thing at 
first: it is the least expensive way to 
shoot on film.

so imperfect, it’s got that grain to it, and 
the colour {in colour films] is so saturat- 
ed, it's surreal.

So why do you shoot in black and 
white? 

At first the decision to work primarily in 
black and white was just my interest in 
film noir. But black and white draws out 
different emotion. Colour couldn't create 
the mood and tone | was going for: the 
character is drained of emotion, devoid 
of attachment to reality, thus there is no 
colour 


What are the struggles of working in 
black and white? 

How you light it, how you present it, 
you almost have to see in black and 
white, and you begin to after awhile. 

So 
lve committed myself to working in 
black and white, to finding the way to 
translate feelings using black and white. 


Your films have no dialogue, but 
youve been working with musician 
Sean Pinchbeck on the sound for fixa- 
tion.

THE LOSS OF THE ORIGINAL NEW YORK 
Bagel Café to the 2003 Whyte 
Avenue fire was extremely sad to 
many people. Tiny, cozy, and boast- 
ing the best coffee in the area, the 
six-table-room had, over the 
decades, supported many a tasty 
bagel creation, not to mention those 
learned, impassioned conversations 
so beloved of the University set. Alas 
then, when all that remained was the 
facade draped in ice. I mourned its 
passing. 

But one doesn’t die of a broken 
heart or of a dearth of bagels, and 
good things spring anew. And like 
the phoenix from the ashes, The 
New York Bagel Café is now located 
in swanky new digs on Gateway 
Boulevard. Its close proximity to the 
Catalyst makes NYBC the perfect

place to stop and have a pre-theatre 
bite. 

Stepping into the cozy intenor— 
redolent of some unnamed stew or 
goulash—imparted a jarring yet 
comforting sense of deja vu. It is as 
though someone has inflated the 
original location to that of at least 10 
times its original size. It’s all here— 
dark paneling, the wooden light fix- 
tures, hardwood floors, comfy 
chairs, and study tables each bearing 
an assortment of Rooster Sauce, fig 
jam and various other mysterious 
bottles. 

The menu—on blue paper, in my 
case, and casually grease-spotted— 
boasts the well remembered bagel 
creations: salmon spread, honey and 
almond spread, smoked meat, lox, 
plain cream cheese—the list is exten- 
sive. Each platter ranges from $8 to 
$11.95, with the exception of the 
James Bond Mossol Beluga Caviar 
creation, which commands a $75 tag.

main courses: chicken, goulash, and 
the like. Being in need of a trip down 
memory lane, | ordered my tradi- 
tional NYBC favourite—lox and 
cream cheese on a plain bagel. 
Sounds pedestrian and so expected, 
but the platter was anything but It 
was loaded down with lemon, a per- 
fectly warmed split bagel, anda 
large scoop of creamy cream cheese 

"he whole mise en place was gar- 
nished with surprisingly perky let- 
tuce, liberally festooned with red 
onion and sprinkled with capers, 
then accompanied by a dollop of 
delicious potato salad. The meal 
effortlessly transported me back to 
those halcyon days. My dining com- 
panion opted for the pecan-crusted 
chicken, which she said was perfect- 
ly juicy and crunchy at the same 
time. It looked delicious nestled in 
beside some fluffy mashed potatoes 
and steamed veggies. We started out 
with an order of deep fried 
Camembert with raspberry dipping 
sauce: huge chunks of golden bread- 
ed goodness that melted on the 
tongue. The dinner with appetizer 
and couple of Oranginas came to $25 
each. 

However the NYBC experience 
didn’t end there, as the restaurant is 
the caterer for the Catalyst Theatre 
openings. Their spreads feature sub- 
lime food, gorgeously arrayed; and 
are as much a feast for eyes as for the 
palate: spicy grilled shrimp curled 
upona silver platter, skewered 
chicken ina sticky sauce, beef satay, 
cheese, fruit, mini-kebabs of vegeta- 
bles, and a not altogether successful 
caviar mousse wrapped in blini. The 
resulting grey colour and overly 
fishy flavour failed to please. The 
piece de resistance though, is the 
selection of homemade, chocolate 
dipped fruit. We're not talking 
strawberries here, although they are 
present; we're talking guava, grapes, 
litchi, star fruit, dragon fruit, mango, 
oranges, papaya, all draped in white 
and dark chocolate, and a welcome 
change from the chafing dishes of 
phyllo wrapped treats and Nanaimo 
bars favoured by other caterers. 

Yes, it’s comforting to know that 
yet again, yearning tastebuds that 
are in a New York State of Mind can 
find solace. However next time, I'll 
go early enough for the house coffee.

But after returning to Ireland, he realized that 
the Irish were as viciously oppressed by their British 
masters as any of the “natives” he had worked so hard to 
save. So, Sir Roger went from loyal subject of the king to 
proud Irish nationalist. When he sought help for the 
rebellion from England's enemies in World War |, he was 
labeled a traitor, captured by the British and sentenced to 
death. At first it seamed that an international outcry 
would force his captors to spare his life. But when the 
British government produced Casement’s “black diaries,” 
which recorded in his own handwriting his extensive 
homosexual exploits, his support vanished. He was exe- 
cuted without further protest. Ever since, the diaries’ 
authenticity and meaning have been hotly contested.
